Citizens of Crystal City (Mo.} 
Learn Error When Detec- 
tive Shows Star. 





While Detective Frank McKenna of 
St. Louis and James McKee, a prisoner 
whom he was bringing to this city to 
answer a larceny charge, were sitting 
on the depct platform at Crystal City, 
Mo., at 2 a. m. Wednesday, awaiting a 
train, there was a loud explosion in the 
general store of Johnson Bros., across 
the street from the depot. 

An instant later a window went up 
over an adjacent store and a man, lean- 
ing out, began firing a revolver. An 
answering volley came from another 
window, and in a few minutes most of 
.ne men of the town were on the street, 
clad in night clothes and looking for 
safe blow ‘Ss. 

“There ihey be!’’ cried cone excited 
man, pointing to McKenna and his pris- 
oner, seated under a dim lamp on the 
station platform. And the angry men 
at once surrounded the pair. 

Detective Is Captured. 

“Surrender!’’ shouted one man, thrust- 
ing a six-shooter under MckKenna’s 
nose, Another man “covered’’ the de- 
tective's frightened companion. 

“Anything you like, gentlemen,” said 
McKenna. <‘But while you’re fooling 
with us, your safeblowers, if there are 
any, are getting away.”’ 

Then, his every movement under 
careful and trigger-finger guard, he 
was allowed to show his detective’s 
star. The other man assured the 
crowd that their relations were those 
of prisoner and captor. But the cit-

Adolph Asher and Lee Levy 
“Are Held by Federal 
Grand Jury. 








A CAMPAIGN ISSUE 





Charge Made in: Tennessee 
Contest That Liquor Picture 
Incited Negroes. 





Adolph Asher of the firm of Lee Levy 
& Co., wholesale liquor dealers, at 200 
Market street, was arrested Wednesday 
morning by United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Williams, on two indictments re- 
turned by the Federal grand jury 
against Asher and Levy, charging them 
with sending improper matter through 
the mails and by express in violation of 
the insterstate commerce and postal 
laws. 

When seen at his office, Asher told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the specific 
offense charged in the ‘ indictments 
against Levy and himself is the mailing 
of advertising bioctters, bearing a label, 
which, he-said, the firm discontinued 
last June, after the agitation in Ten- 
nessee. 
Levy was not in his office and could 
not be seen. He has not been arrested, 
though Marshal Williams has a warrant 
for him. 

Politics the Cause, 
The indictment follows disclosures of 
the Carmack-Patterson campaign in 
Tennessee, in which the Patterson fac- 
tion accused the Carmack men of put- 
ting into the hands of negroes a gin 
sent out by the Levy company, which 
placed on its bottles a label which 
aroused the negroes to commit crime. 
Levy and Asher were indicted by a 
State grand jury in Chattanooga several 
months ago, but they were never ar- 
rested on the indictments. 
Collier's" Weekly recently devoted con- 
siderable attention to the Levy company 
and its brand of gin, and severely 
scored “Ditsrict Attorney Blodgett tn ‘St. 
Louis for°failure to préceed against the 
company. At the first grand jury after 
the evidence was brought to his atten- 
tion the: trict Attorney obtained an 
indictment. 

The casé.was called to the attention 
of Collier’s by the arrest of a negro 
charged with a heinous offense. In his 
possession was found a bottle of Levy's 
gin. It bore a label of a woman and 
wording which, Collier’s said, was cal- 
culated to arouse the negroes to crime. 

The indictments found by the ‘grand 
jury charge Levy and Asher with sena- 
ing. through the express the bottles 
béaring objectionable labels and objec- 
tionable advertising matter, and with 
sending through the mails objectionable 
latters telling where such objectionable 
matter could be obtained. 

Judge Dyer placed the bond on each 


indictment at $6000 for each defendant. 
“The firm discontinued the use of the 


old label last June, when such a fuss 
was raised down in Tennessee,’’ Asher 
said. ‘‘As soon as that trouble came 
up we adopted a new label, and have 
used it ever since.’’

CHRISTMAS TREES BURN 





Price in St. Louis Will Be 
Higher Than in Years, 
Dealers Say. 





There’s a smell of pine in the alr. 

Not the pleasant aroma that comes 
from the living, fourishing lord of the 
fsrest, but the pungent tang of burning 
Curistmas trees. That’s what it is. 

When the south breeze died Tuesday 
night and the air was calm for several 
hours, smoke from the forest fires drift- 
ed into St. Louis. Forecaster Bowie 
thinks it came from the Pine forests of 
the Ozarks. 

It was so all- -pervading and so odor- 
our that many St. Louisans thought 
their houses were on fire and searched 
for the blaze. 

Smoke Enshrouds Keokuk. 
The condition here was different only 
in degree from that which prevails fur- 
ther north. 
Press dispatches say that the harbor 
of Keokuk, Io., is so enshrouded in for- 
est fire smoke from Wisconsin and 
Michigan that steamboats cannot navi- 
gate.

Clubwoman aes Women’s Suf- 
frage Will Result in Many 
Needed Reforms. 


The Rev. Mrs. Caroline Bartlett Crane, 
of Kalamazoo, Mich., gave the eight 
hundred delegates to the Illinois Feder- 


ation of Women’s clubs a shock in East 
St. Louis Tuesday night when she en- 
tered upon an earnest appeal’ for wo- 
man’s suffrage. Three years ago a suf- 
frage speech would have met with open 
disapproval by the clubwomen but on 
this occasion there was a murmur of 
approval when the speaker said ‘““Wo- 
men’s rights are coming and you are 
coming with them.” : 

“They tell us,” she added, “that a 
woman does not need her vote, that 
she can influence her husband to vote 
for her interest.

He has only one and 
I want him to cast it as his manhood 
tells him to, without fear or favor or 
influence from the outside. 

“The woman should: have a vote so 
thac she could help to obtain better 
schools ‘for the children, better play- 
grounds, more parks, cleaner houses, 
pure food, clean conditions generally. 
“My answer to the man who says wo- 
man should stay at home and mini 
her own business is that a woman’s 
sphere. is sometimes outside the home 
and inside the baby.

RS. EVERETT W. PATTISON, 
M whose address on ‘“‘Blue Art’”’ was 
the most discussed feature of the 
two days’ session of the St. Louis Dis- 
trict of the Missouri Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, which ended Tuesday 
afternoon at the Temple Israel, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday 
that she wished to offer suggestions to 
St. Louisans rather than to criticise 
them. 

Mrs. Pattison is the chairman of the 
Art Committee of the National Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. For this rea- 
son and also because of her acquain- 
tance with the leaders of art move- 
ments in the East and abroad, her 
words have great weight with St. Louis 
clubwomen 4nd art lovers. , 

In her address Mrs. Pattison humor- 
ously ridiculed a group of art lovers 
who had told her that they thought the 
impressionist paintings at the Art Mu- 
seum were “horrid blue art.” She then 
explained why it was that art was so 
often misunderstood. 

OT sons are many cultured per- 

sons in St. Louis,’”’ said Mrs. 
Pattison to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, but there are so very many 
who do not understand what “taste is 
and consequently cannot appreciate 
' art. And yet these latter desire to ap- 
preciate what is best. They go 
about in the wrong way. 

“Many persons think that. every 
sky is blue and every tree is green. 
They have not opened their eyes 
wide enough and have not noticed 
the blue that is in the atmosphere. 
So, of course, they cannot unders- 
tand the paintings of the impression- 
ists. If they made a point of keener 
‘observation of nature around them 
they would understand art when 

* they visited the galleries. 
Thought I= Solution. 

“There is no ‘reason why every- 
body cannot learn to appreciate art. 
It is simply a question of thinking 

and studying it out—I mean learn- 

ing the reason why a thing is beauti- 
ful and what part of a thing is 
beautiful and what part not. 

“What is most interesting: to a per- 
‘gon about a balloon ascension? Is it 

- the number of cubic feet of gas the 
bag contains or the ultimate fate 
of the balloon? Isn&@ it rather the 
subtle curves of the bag as it be- 
comes fuller and fuller, and then 
rises in almost overwhelming beauty 
and grace and hangs in the ether? 

“The one mitigation in our smoke 
nuisance is the beauty of the forms 
and color of smoke and steam in 
the Mill Creek Valley. Going over 
Grand Avenue Bridge I’ve seen ef- 
fects which equal Turner’s ‘Rain- 
Steam-Speed,’ and that is undoubt- 
edly among the most wenderful 
Pictures of the world. We admit 
the beauty of early morning ef- 
fects even when shuddering at the 
source. 

Beauty in Ugly Things. 

“With the Municipal Art Com- 
mission, which we women are pledged 
to work for, with art on the free list, 
through our assistance, our taste will 
be cultivated from infancy. And it 
is most important that children 
should learn to understand beauty 
in things which are considered ugly 
by persons who have not developed 
taste, 


“How can taste in art be.cultivat- 
ed? First of all, let us become re- 
ceptive. Then let us exercise most 
constant discrimination and_ selec- 
tion. 

“Selection is the most important of 
all. If you have to select for the fur- 
nishing of your house between two 
objects, neither of which please you,

“One can begin at home, in bed- 
rooms and kitchens. Look ¢ritir- 
ally at your pin cushions. How 
often doe you see beruffled, ribbon- 
bedecked pink or blue-lined cush- 
ions’ Of course it may have been 
given you by some friend and for 
that reason you do not wish to 
throw it away. But if-this: is not 
the case certainly you should see, 
if you think.at all, that a simple 
cushion is in inuch better taste.

Those passing through the 
park and unconsciously admiring the 
beauties of nature around them 
Seemed to be better able to under- 
stand the sculpture’in the oven than 
im the museum. This was because 
tue beauties of the park had put 
them in a receptive mood. 

“They are also planning in Chi- 
cago to have mural paintings in the 
Juvenile Court: rooms—all designed 
for the education of the néxt gener- 
ation. 

“Why shouldn’t we in St. Louis 
have an out-of-door sculpture exhi- 
bition every year? Our climate is bet- 
ter adapted to this than Chicago’s. 
And for goodness’ sake, if Chicago 
is to cultivate the taste of its young 
delinquents by mural decorations in 
its juvenile courts, let us have better 
decorations. Thus we shall educate 
the next generation.’’

Declares He Did Best to Edu- 
cate Children and Calls 
Arrest Unfair. 








FAMILY NEEDS ~ HIM 





Pleads That He Sent Boy to 
Classes and Thought 
"He Went. 





Joseph Currie, father of seven chil- 
dren held prisoner in the Central Po- 
lice District holdover on the charge of 
failing to send one of his sons _ to 
school, was distressed Wednesday by 
the fear that his absence from the 
quarry, where he works daily, would 
cost him the employment by which he 
supports his family. 

The arrest of Currie: in Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Falkenhainer’s of- 
fice Tuesday afternoon was the begin- 
ning of a campaign against parents 
whose children are not regularly in 
school. Currie was arraigned in the 
Court of Criminal Correction Wednes- 
day, and, lacking-a bondsman, was sent 
back to the holdover. 

“Tt isn’t easy to keep a family of 
nine on a stonecutter’s wages,” said 
Currie to a ,Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Only one of the family is earning any- 
thing, and my 14-year-old son, Robert, 
decided that he would rather work than 
to go to school this year. 

Too Busy to Watch Boy, 

“The truant officer complained that 
my ll-year-old boy, Charlie, had not 
been in school, and that seems to be 
what I was locked up for. I told Mr. 
Falkenhainer I had been working early 
and late and had not had: a chance to 
follow the boy up, but he told me he 
had issued a warrent for me, and or- 
dered me locked up. 

‘“‘Heaven knows I don’t want to de- 
prive my children of an education. I’ve 
done all 1 possibly could and it isn’t 
théir Grother’s fault, either, that our 
family hasn’t had all the advantages of 
the children of the rich. 

“All my children of school age have 
been given as good an education as they 
could get, and I wish they could go far- 
they. But there are limits to what a 
man with a family as large and an in- 
come as small as mine can do. 

" Feels Arvest Is Unjust, 

“It seems to me unjust that I should 
be locked up, after the efforts my wife 
pnd I have made in behalf of our chil- 
dren.”’ 

Mrs. Currie said Wednesday that she 
had been unable to get the Factory In- 
spector to issue a permit for Robert, 
aged 14, to stay out of school, because, 
as the boy was not born in St. Louis, 
there was no statistical birth record: to 
which she could refer him.

ing is the throbbing “br-r-r-r-r-r-r’’ of 
the mile-a-minute motorcycle of Police- 
man Leo Ferguson in their wake. This 
is because Ferguson has proved «at he 
can stick behind and finally capture any 
car that has yet appeared in St. Louis 
and also because he has cost them in 
the last 10 mont&s more than $5000 in 
fines. 

Ferguson has so cowed even the bold- 
est drivers that the Police Department 
has now three other motorcycle police- 
men, Pritchard, Humboldt and Mackey. 
The arrests made by these three have 
brought into the city treasury in fines 
in the last six months more than $70. 

Ferguson is the most dreaded of the 
squad. Motorists endeavoring to get 
away from him have turned corners 
at great speed, taken roads that they 
hoped would shake their pursuer out of 
his saddle and attempted many strate- 
gies to get away. 

Takes Dangerous Chances, 
RB the young policeman—he is 29 


years old—takes dangerous chances 

whenever they are required. He 
has been thrown from his machine, has 
collided with lamposts, but eventually 
he has capiured every violator of the 
law whom he as started after. 

Ierguson has been on the force a year 
and a half. He is a Kentuckian and for 
several years was a railroad fireman. 
It was in the engine cab that he got his 
first idea of speed. 

He is of slender built, speaks with a 
slow, Southern drawl and makes his ar- 
rests in a courteous, half-apologetic 
manner. But the motorists have learned 
that they cannot get away by argu- 
ments and threats once he has stopped 
them. 

, "Tell that to the Captain,” is all the 
satisfaction they get from him. . 

Ferguson Tells of Work. 
ad ae a pretty hard job to catch some 

of them,”’ he said to a Post-Dis- 

patch reporter, “but if you*¥e 
careful and know how to handle your 
machine and aren't afraid of taking 
chances you can always get them. Every 
fast chase is a dangerous one, of course, 
but that makes it all the more exciting.

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NATURAL GAS A PROVED SUCCESS. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown that natural gas 
is a thorough practical success by the statements 
of the Mayors of a dozen cities where it has 
been long in use. 

The price for illuminant in these cities is 20, 25, 
28, 30 and 35 cents. In some cases it is supplied 
as low as 10 cents for manufacturing purposes. 
It is considered superior to manufactured gas in 
each case, and generally satisfactory for illumin- 
ating or fuel purposes, although it cannot be used 
profitably in large manufacturing plants unless 
special low rates are offered. 

In view of the complete experience and demon- 
stration of its utility and economy, why should 
St. Louis forego the advantages of natural gas? 
Why should efforts to obtain a franchise be 
blocked in view of the fact that natural gas can 
be piped to St. Louis and the fact that the source 
whence it is proposed to pipe it is inexhaustible?

the men offering the best rates and terms; dis- 
posed of simply according to competition among 
competent seekers in good faith. 
For the House of Delegates to withhold and 
delay, or deny, a franchise in the circumstances 
and in the face of the known facts amounts to 
betrayal of the city.

Mr. Bryan may be censurable 
for employing terms proper to the humblest rela- 
tions of life to describe a public servant who 
embodies the whole public emergy of the na- 
tion. Such an officer is invested with a borrowed 
disrnity, even majesty, a reflection, so to say, of 
the dignity and majesty of the nation. It may be 
more seemly to employ corresponding terms to 
describe him. But be that as it may, the cold 
fact is that the President is our hired man, our 
chief hired. man, and not our ruler. However 
the question of taste and of werds may be de- 
cided, we must admit that Mr. Bryan tells the 
homely truth.

NO, 44—NAPOLEON AND EUGENIE. 


HE love story of Napoleon III and Eugenie de Montijo has been called 
T by some Frenchmen ‘‘the romance of an adventurer and an adven- 

turess.”’ For though the latter term is too harsh to apply (in its worst 
sense) to Eugenie, yet Napoleon III merited the title of adventurer—and far 
worse, 

When Napoleon the Great (Napoleon I) was crushed and the old Bourbon 
monarchy once more swayed France, there was a strong party that still clam- 
ored for the restoration of the Bonapartes. Napoleon’s next of kin, in succes- 
sion, was his nephew, Louis Napoleon, known later as Napoleon III, and nick- 
named by his foes as ‘‘Napoleon the Little.” He was a sensationalist, 2 
mountebank, a charlatan, a man whose word could never be relied on. Time and 
time again, as a young man, he made ridiculously useless efforts to persuade 
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France to accept him as its ruler. He was laughed at as a failure and twice 
was thrown into Jail. Later he escaped to England, where he was at one time 
so poor that he was glad to accept a jobas special policeman. He crossed to 
America, taught school in New Jersey and got into trouble, near Bordentown, 
‘N. J., for shooting a farmer's little pig which he mistook 
)for a rabbit. At last he was allowed to return to 
iFrance. Elected to the National Assembly, .he wriggled 
yand schemed his way to the Presidency of the French 
(Republic. Then, violating his oath as President and caus-

peror, in 1852, under the title of Napoleon III. His Empire was built upon a 
tissue of Mes and was soaked in the blood of innotent people. It could not 
endure. Napoleon III, when he looked about for a wife, quickly learned that 
other European rulers had no faith in him or in his Empire’s permanency. For 
he could find no princess who would consent to marry him, It was about this 
time that he fell completely under Eugenie’s influence. 

Eugenie was the daughter of an impoverished’ Spanish nobleman and a 
Scotchwoman. She grew to be one of the most beautiful of women. Tall, 
graceful, gold-red of hair, dark of eye and classic of feature, she looked 
every inch a queen, although she had not a drop of royal blood in her veins. 
She wandered about Europe with her elder sister and her mother, leading a 
hand-to-mouth existence, shunned as a doubtful “‘Bohemian” by the.more ex- 
Clasive society of the various capitals, The elder sister married the Duke 
of Alba, but Eugenie remained single long past the age when most Spanish 
women marry. It has been said that she and her mother were watching 
Louis Napoleon’s rise and were planning to share whatever success he might 
attain. When Louis had become Emperor he met Eugenie much more often 
than before and speedily found himself as madly in love with her as his 
sluggish, crafty temperament would permit. But Eugenie held him at arm’s 
length. She had no intention of becoming a morganatic wife like Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert. She meant to make herself Empress. 

One day she was leaning from a balcony as the Emperor rode past. 
ing her there and wishing to join her on the balcony he called out: 

“How can I reach you?” 

“Through the church, only, Stre,”’ was the girl’s laughing retort. 

At another time he placed a crown of flowers on her head. 

“I would prefer a heavier crown than this,” she suggested. 

At court she was snubbed right and left. At length she came to the Em- 
péeror, in tears, declaring sie could endure his courtiers’ insults no longer 
and that she was going to leave Paris forever. This move brought Napoleon 
to terms. He asked her to marry him. Eugenie, well trained, referred him 
to her mother for consent. This consent, naturally, was easy to obtain; and 
Napoleon informed his Ministry of his approaching marriage. In disgust his 
advisers resigned. But, by specious arguments, he won the nation over to his 
views and in January, 1853, made Eugenie his wife and Empress of the 
French. She was 27; he 44. Other royal families avoided the couple, with 
the exception of Queen Victoria, whose friendship Eugenie soon won. The 
young Empress lifted her court to uneq@lled heights of gayety and set the 
fashions for all Europe. She also gave largely to charity and visited the 
piague ‘ hospitals. Before long she began to dabble in politics and to influ- 
ace Napoleon to diplomatic blunders that led little by little to his final down-
